to  68..S  degrees.  Passing  eastwara  ^T-^nto 
the  moderating  influence  of  the"  Great  i^akes  is 
pronounced  in  winter  and  finally  at  Halifax  which, 
like  Victoria,  is. situated  on  the  sea.  we  find  the 
seasonal  range  has  greatly  decreased,  but  is  still 
more  than  in  tliia  loudity. 


The  question  naturally  arises,  why  is  this 
portion  of  our  fair  Dominion  so  favorably  endow- 
ed climatically? 

Our  cool  summers  and  remarkably  mild  win- 
ters are  due  to  Victoria  being  situated  on  the 
southern  extremity  of  this  vast  Island,  surrounded 
almost  on  three  sides  by  the  everchanging  tidal 
waters,  in  conjunction  with  the  prevailing  west- 
erly winds  of  this  latitude,  which  prevent  oppres- 
sive heat  in  mmmmt  «td  nedertte  the  cold  <rf 
winter.

VICTORIA'S  CLIMATIC  CONDITIONS 
BROUGHT  THE  ASTROPHYSICAL 
OBSERVATORY  HSRB 

The  selection  of  Victoria  as  the  location  for  ' 
the  great  new  Dominion  Observatory  was  due 
solely  to  this  city's  splendid  cQmatic  advantages. 
For  more  <  than  two  yeara  investigations  were 

carried  on  throughout  the  whole  of  Canada  for 
the  purpose  of  choosing  the  best  site,  and  Rnally 
Victoria  was  decided  upon,  because  it  is  the  best 
site  available,  not  merely  in  all  Canada  but  on 
the  entire  continent,  owing  to  the  low  range  of 
temperature  and  the  sf  adinesa  and  dmgnam  H. 
the  atmosphere. 

GOVERNMENT'S  ANNOUNCEMENT 

When  the  decision  to  locate  the  Dominion 
Observatory  at  Victoria  was  reached  in  1914  the 
following  announcement  was  made  by  die  Qov- 

emment: 

"The  Dominion  Government  has  readied  Ae 
important  decision  of  histidBng  on  Little  Saanieh 
Mountain,  a  short  distance  from  Victoria,  an 
Astronomical  Observatory  carrjring  a  72-inch 
reflecting  triMcopa,  which  will  be  larvei  tinft  ngr 
in  use  at  liM  present  time  in  mf  part  tfM 
world. 

"After  the  most  exhaustive  expert  investiga- 
tion, covering  practically  every  part  of  the 
Dominion,  Victoria  has  been  chosen  aa  the  site 
because  of  its  superlative  climatic  md  atmo^Mric 
conditions.  As  soon  as  our  data  had  been  com- 
piled respecting  this  locality,  all  doubt  vanished
